“This  Changing  Campus” 

Students  of  Northwest  Missouri  State  Teachers  College  or 
the  present  day  do  not  realize  the  changes  which  have  come 
about  upon  the  campus  within  thc  teaching  span  of  such  men  as 
Mr.  T.  II.  Cook  of  the  Social  Science  Department  or  Mr.  George 
If.  Colbert  of  the  Mathematics  Department. 

*  On  January  8,  1910,  it  was  voted  by  the  Board  of  Regents  to 

build  a  i/i-milc  cinder  track  north  of  the  “new  building,”  which 
was  the  present  Administration  Building,'  the  track  to  provide 
running  space  for  events  of  the  first  track  meet,  which  was  held 
April  30  of  that  year. 

On  February  2,  1910,  there  appeared  on  the  campus  thc  first 
issue  of  the  Normal  Index,  a  forerunner  of  thc  Northwest  Mis¬ 
sourian,  stating  its  purpose  thus:  “The  Normal  Index  is  to  be 
an  exponent  of  thc  institution.  Its  pages  will  contain  items  of 
interest  pertaining  to  thc  school  life  of  Northwest  Normal,  its 
social  life,  athletics,  literary  societies.  It  will  also  have  in  its  col¬ 
umns  original  articles,  such  as  short  stories,  poems  and  essays'.” 

Later  in  thc  year.  Miss  -M’Vi^M  Carter,  .  the  editor-in-chief, 

'  was  chosen  corresponding  secretary  for  the  State  Association  of 
College  Editors,  at  a  meeting  held  in  Columbia.  Eight  college 
papers  were  represented  in  the  association. 

During  the  same  year  tents  were  placed  in  the  college  park 
and  rented  to  students  as  living  quarters  during  the  summer 
term,  for.  the  campus  had  no  Residence  Hall,  no  Quad. 

Students  of  today  can  hardly  realize  that  the  college  did 
not  begin  in  the  present  Administration  Building.  In  the  spring 
'  of  1910,  thc  contractor  was  promising  that  the  building  would 
be  ready  for  occupancy  by  August  1.'  (Incidentally,  it  was  not 
ready.) 

With  the  present  enrollment,  there  would  be  nothing  to  get 
excited  about  in  a  first-day  enrollment  of  fifty  students,  but 
when  fifty  students  had  enrolled  for  the  spring  quarter,  1910, 
a  city  newspaper  commented  on  the  “good  first  day  enrollment.” 

The  smoke  stack  of  the  power  plant  was  not  up  on  March 
28,  1910.  It  was  just  going  up.  And  the  same  week  the  Mary¬ 
ville  Republican  carried  thc  item,  “Six  acres  are  being  planted

tion  of  The  Northwest  Missourian 
and  scores  of  other  undergraduate 
papers.  The  president  and  his  party, 
however,  have  succeeded  in  pn.in-1 
Ing  the  favor  of  the  greatest  group 
of  collegians. 

At  Westminster  College  in  Mls^ 
sourl  May  1,  2,  and  3  student  dele¬ 
gates  from  all  corners  of  the  coun¬ 
try  will  gather  for  political  con ven - 
j  tlons  that  will  give  a  glimpse  of 
what  the  undergraduate  world 
thinks  of  candidates  and  parties.

His 
first  number  will  be  the  "Concerto 
In  D  Major"  by  Mozart. 

This  concerto,  written  in  M6- 
zart’s  flawless  style,  brings  out  the 
qunlity  of  the  violin  nt  its  clearest 
and  best.  The  middle  movement 
with  its  appealing  lyric  melody  is  a 
perfect  contrast  to  the  brilliance  of 
the  first  movement  and  the  spark¬ 
ling  gaiety  of  tire  third. 

Those  who  arc  familiar  with  the 
smooth,  expressive  quality  of  Han¬ 
del's  melodic  Writing  will  find  the 
lovely  serenity  of  "Larghctto,"  the 
seoond  violin  selection,  more  than 
satisfying. 

A  favofclte'  'was  an  old  French 
danca  with  a  gay,  quick  tempo,  arid 
this  will  b6'  the  subject  of  the  third 
violin  selection.  This  one  is  by  Bach, 
and  has,;proved  to  be  one  of  the 
most  irresistible  gavottes  ever  writ¬ 
ten  and  Is  a  favorite  wherever  the 
music  of  Bach  Is  placed. 

For  the  second  part  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  there  will  be  given  for  the 
first  time  In  this  college  and  prob¬ 
ably  for  the  first  time  in  this  part 
of  the  (country,  the  celebrated  hufn- 
orous  “Coffee  Cantata,"  by  Johann 
Sebastian  Bach,  costumed  in'  the 
style  of  the  period: 

If  you  have  heard  Alec  Temple- 
'ton  play  his  arrangement  called 
"Bach  Goes  To  Town,”  you  prob¬ 
ably  Imagine  Bach  as  an  antiquated 
old  classicist  who  needs  s'orh'ebody 
as  “modern"  as  Alec  to  give  him 
pep  and  humor.  HoweVer,  if  you 
hear  the  "Coffee  Cantata”  next 
Tuesday,  you  will  find  that  Bach 
had  a  sense  of  humor  In  his  own 
right,  and  that  he,  on  occasion, 
could  make  fun  of  himself  and  of 
his  own  style  of  composition. 

“The  Coffee  Cantata’’  Is  a  bur¬ 
lesque  of  the  stolid  and  formal  can¬ 
tatas  of  Bach’s  day.  He  chose  a 
most  frivolous  and  ridiculous  theme 
— that  Of  a  disobedient  flighty* 
daughter  who  is  ordered  by  her 
pompous  father  to  give  up  her  ser¬ 
ious  crime  of  "drinking  coffee  at 
least  thre  times  a  day." 

The  cast  consists  of  three  char¬ 
acters:  the  narrator,  sung  by  Mer¬ 
rill  Ostrus;  the  daughter,  Elizabeth 
Garder;  and  the  father,  Robert 
i  Clark.  The  soloists  are  pupils  of  l4. 
N,  SchUster,  Voice  instructor  in  the 
Conservatory. 

Mrs.  Hermann  Schuster  will  play 
the  piano  accompaniment  for  the 
cantata.

Ruth  Lowery 
talk*  to  Senior 
College  Women 

Gdests  Of  the  American  Associa¬ 
tion  'of  ’University  of  Women  at  tea 
last  Tuesday  afternoon,  May  7,  were 
the  "Efenfor  women  of  the  College. 
Dr.  Ruth  Lowery  spoke  to  the  guests 
on  “WHat  A.  A.  V.  W.  Means  to 
Sehlbr  Women  6f  1940.” 

£>r.  Blanche  Dow  ;and  Miss  Olive 
DeLUce  presided  at  the  tea  table 
during  the  afternoon.  Arrangements 
for  the  tea,  which  was  held  at  the 
Dream  Kitchen,  were  made  by  Miss 
Roberta  Utterback  arid  Miss  Eunice 
Scott. 

Dr.  Lowery  in  speaking  to  the 
senior  women,  warned  American 
women  they  should  be  aware  of  the 
impending  dangers  of  the  “great 
blackout  of  all  our  own  worlds,” 
citing  the  "blackness  is  from  dese¬ 
cration  of  sanctity  and  honor,  from 
murder  of  justice,  from  the  cruci¬ 
fixion  of  liberty  of  thought  and 
enslavement  of  womankind." 

Lest  women  be  too  smug  about' 
their  positions,  she  said  "to  us  wo¬ 
men  in  America,  life  has  been  com¬ 
paratively  easy  and  free,  and  op¬ 
portunity  so  commonplace  that  we 
forget  if  we  ever  knew  that  the 
position  we  hold  has  been  won  after 
a  long  struggle."  She  said  the  posi¬ 
tion  is  not  secure  against  the  threats 
of  many  kinds  .and  sources.  Woman’s 
position  is  not  impregnable,  she  said, 
■and  gave  some  glimpses  into  the 
story  of  development  of  woman’s 
position  in  society,  particularly  with 
respect  to  education. 

She  pointed  out  the  names  of 
women  who  have  made  woman’s 
present  position  possible,  listing 
Jane  Addams,  Edith  Abbott,  Flor¬ 
ence  Nightingale,  Madam  Currie, 
tor.  Gaposchkin,  Alice  Freeman 
Calmer  arid  Mary  Lyon.  They  won 
their  education,  she  said,  by  a  hard 
battle  against  set  mores  and  op- 
positiori  of  irien,  and  who  were  fired 
with  ambition  to  make  education 
available  to  other  women. 

Dr.  Lowery  said  it  was  by  the 
efforts  of  such  women  that  woriien’s 
colleges  were  founded  arid  directed 
and  women  of  today  have  privi¬ 
leges  they  take  so  casually.  She 
asked: 

"Where  are  there  now  among  our 
college  seniors,  women  so  grateful 
for  what  educatlcm  has  done  for 
them,  so  jealous  of  the  hard-won 
opportunities  women  have,  so  afire 
With  determination  to  safeguard 
these  privileges  so  that  other  women 
shall  have  no  less — that  they  will 
now  make  themselves  felt  in  every 
community  as  a  bulwark  of 
strength? 

"Where  are  there  senior  women 
today,  who,  having  been  equipped 
I  with  training  denied  many  others, 
will  work  unceasingly,  whether 
home-makers  or  business  and  pro¬ 
fessional  women,  that  tijg',;gfi;insJor 
women  shall  not  be  lost?  Democracy 
and  feminism  will  be  saved  together 
or  will  go  down  together.  There  is 
really  no  choice,  for  women,  for  it  is 
either  intelligent  participation  in 
affairs  arid  sharing  with  ineh,  or  it 
is  the  loss  of  hard -won  gains,  ec¬ 
onomically,  socially  and  profession¬ 
ally." 

She  said  that  the  AAUW  invited 
into  membership  any  woman  grad¬ 
uating  from  a  college  or  university 
that  is  approved  by  the  national  or¬ 
ganization.  "What  does  this  mean?" 
she  asked,  and  answered: 

"It  means  that  the  AAUW  has 
held  such  high  standards  for  ap¬ 
proval  that  more  than  any  other 
agency  for  the  improvement  of  the 
quality  of  American  education,  it 
has  brought  about  equal  opportun¬ 
ities  of  study  for  women  and  men, 
better  housing  and  health  conditions 
within  colleges,  more  sanity  in 
curricular  offerings  and  some  share 
by  women  In  instructional  staffs.”
